New Industry for This Section of the 


Country is Being Developed 


by Whitewater Men. 


A nwe industry for this section of 


the county is being developed 
by 


Whitewater capitalists. 
They have 


made a large number of experiments 
with "peat bog" to get it into a por- 
table shape for use as fuel 


Their experiments have exceeded 


their hopes and it is claimed that 
tuey. can now prepare the peat so 
that >a fire equal to that of hard coal 
can be secured at a much less. cost. 


The peat is taken frorn^ the bogs 


and shoveled into a machine some- 
thing after the fashion of a saua,age 
grinder. 
Here it -is crushed and 


ground and forced out into a tube 
where it is subjected to a ulgh heat, 
•and from here It is forced into a 
compresser and comes out in sections 
about four inches square and four 
feet long. 
The product looks ex- 


actly like hard coal and when burn- 
ed gives out hte same 'knid of a flame 
and equally as much beat. 


A large quantity of the product has 


been shipped to the St. Paul railway 
company in Milwauke and they are 
making experiments with ii on their 
locomotives.

It is np 
wonder that some young boys take 
the future of, their lives in their 
bands and shake 
the dust of the 


homes where they have suffered so 
much from off their, feet. 
While it 


is a deplorable thing for a young 
boy. to run away from home there 
are cases where one must chose be- 
tween evilte and frequent beatings 
are not certainly conducive to,the 
development 
of 
those 
qualities 


which a city desires in its citizens. 
When, a parent is 
unreasonably 


cruel to a child the. city ought to In- 
terfere not only for the sake of hu- 
manity but for its own future good. 
There are those who are inclined to 
think that such matters are none of 
their affairs.'They argue that a man's 
home is his fortress and that no one 
has a right to interfere with what 
ne does within its walls, especially 
In regard to disciplining vof his chil- 
dren. 
But cases of such extreme 


brutality are-the business of the city 
and for more than one reason loyal 
citizens ought to make it their busi- 
ness to interfere, if, on investigation, 
the affair is as bad as it looks on 
the surface. 
A high reason . is to 


be found in the law of the brotherhood 
of man, as it is taught in -the 
Scriptures, which makes interference 
an immediate duty but there is an- 
other duty, not quite so immediate, 
the duty which the eitv owes to itself 
and to its future. 
The boy who is 


beaten for small offenses, or for any 
offense at all, if the beating is bru- 
tal, does not have a fair chance to 
be'eome a worthy, high-minded citi- 
zen and it is the city's right and duty 
to protect its future residents and 
law-makers. 
It is time that commu- 


nities learned to do more to prevent 
the Wevelopmer^ of 
criminal in 


resentment. 
If the man gets drunk 


then again his horse must suffer. 


People who reside on Milton ave- 


nue say that more cruelty to horses 
is seen on 'that street than in any 
other part of the city. 
The forms 


of abuse are many. 
Sometimes they 


are overbnTdeated .and 
forced to 


draw loads of 'killing weight. 
One 


fell in the harness not many evenings 
ago and two-hard-hearted men pull- | 
ed and tormented the worn-out ani- 
mal for over an hour. 
They dragged 


him over the ground, sometimes by 
the head and sometimes by the tail 
and the sight was a most pitiful one. 
It 'is' also an outrage that such a 
case of cruelty, perpetrated on one 
o£ the principal streets in full view 
of many indignant spectators, should 
be allowed to go unpunished. 


Night after night people who re- 


side on Milton avenue 'hear drunken 
farmers abusing their horses as they 
'diilve "home in a condition which 
makes them lower than the animals 
which they whip so unmercifully. It 
is a crying shame that the Humane 
society .does not receive the support 
which would make it a living, active 
force, powerful to reach just such 
cases and put a stop to, the aboe 
which is altogether too prevalent.

vate without counseling leaders of 
the party,, he "declared war" upon 
•members of the legislature, because 
they would not submit to his will and 
incorporate into the statute laws 
of

ary, in character, invo-ving a princi- 
ple that was untried and supplanting 
at one stroke the representative sys- 
tem of party government. The meas- 
ure attacked the entire representa- 
tive system, in fact.
